JLet not the Preacher make an Article of Faith 
to be 2 Matter of Diſpute; but teach it with 
Plainneſs and Simplicity, and confirm it with 
Wl caſy Arguments, and plain Words of Scripture, 
but without Objection; let them be taught to 
believe, but not to argue; leſt if the Arguments 
meet with a ſcrupulous Perſon, it rather ſhake 
the Foundation by curious Enquiry, than efta- 
bliſh it by Arguments too hard. Never appeal 
to the Judgment of the People in Matters of 
Controverſy + Teach them Obedience, not Arro- 
gancy'; teach them to be humble not crafty - 
For without the Aid of falſe Guides you will 
find ſome of them of themfelves apt enough 
to be troubleſome : And a Queſtion put into 
their Heads, and a Power of judging into their 
Hands, is a putting it to their Choice, whether 
you ſhall be troubled by them this Week or the 
next ; for much longer you cannot eſcape, E- 
very Miniſter ought to be careful, that he never 
expound Scriptures in publ ick, contrary to the 
known Senſe of the Catholic Church, and parti- 
cularly of the Churches of England and Ireland; 
nor introduce any Doctrine againſt any of the 
four firſt general Councils; for theſe, as they are 
Meaſures of Truth, ſo alſo of Neceſſity.
